MK. DAVIS’ PLATFORM. 

Tue planks of Mr. Davis’ platform, as set 
forth in his address, are as follows: Support 
of the Macdonald administration. Self ygov- 
ernment for the territories. Increased sub- 
sidy. Realization on school lands. Local 
yen forlocal offices. Settlement in full of 
war claims and rebellion losses. Opening of 
odd sections to homesteading. Survey and 
improvement of old trails and bridging of 
streams. Removal of Indian reserves from 
vicinity of settlements. Investigation of the 
lease question by a commission. Mining laws 
similar to those of British Columbia. Squat- 
ters’ rights. Increased representation for 
Alberta and scrip for half-breed cliildren, It 
is to be regretted that, familiar with the needs 
of the district as Mr. Davis’ address shows 
hin to be and willing to concede its require- 
ments, he should give up his right to fight 
for its interests hy declaring himself an un- 
reserved supporter of the Macdonald adminis- 
tration. Of all the conservative candidates 
in Manitoba and the North-West, so far as 
heard from, Mr. Davis is the only one who 
makes no reservation regarding tice amount 
of support to be given the ministry. His 
support is to be like that of the late Winni- 
peg M. P. ‘fonce when right and twice when 
wrong.” Of what use then is his knowledge 
of the territory, of its people or their wants, 
it he will only advocate their cause in so far 
as it may suit the government of the day. 
It is not by such means that great wrongs 
are righted or good government secured. It 
might be some slight advantage to have a 
man with the influence which the represen- 
tative of such an important constituency would 
have to advise the government as to what 
would be for the interest of the peopic, but 
his influence could not be nearly so great as 
if he were prepared to back uphis advice ia 
public debate or even by his silent vote. Mr. 
Davis desires to take the place of a private 
adviser not that of a public representative. 
The greater part of the advice which he pro- 
mises in his address to give, is good, but 
there are two or three points that will bear 
discussion ; in regard to which it 1s not clear 
that even the advice to be given is in the 
public interest. The first of these relates to 
the disposal t» be made of the reserved school 
lands. Mr, Davis proposes to realize upon 
them at once for the benefit of schools. 
Would the amount that could be realized 
from them atthe present low demand fer 
North-West lands be worth while? Would it 
be well to place these lands in the hands of 
speculators for the sake of a paltry 60c to $1 
an acre? Would it not be far better ty open 
them, 19all other North West lands, to settle- 
ment, and let the schools be supported in 
the future as they are now in the Nortb- 
West and all over the rest of Canada, as a 
part of the necessary expenses of the govern- 
ment of the country? She principle of land 
reserves is wrong from the beginning, and 
the goodness of the cause in which the re- 
serve is made does not atone for the evil of 
the system. In regard to the removal of In- 
dian reserves, Mr. Davis might have safely 
said that exceptional circumstances would 
sometimes justify their removal, always pro- 
viding the consent of the Indians could be 
obtained ; but to lay down the principle that 
whenever settlement approaches an Indian 
Seserve that reserve should be removed 
savore of the disregard of sacred obligations 
eaid to prevail south of the 49th parallel 
rather too strongly to please Canadian taste. 
On the lease question, Mr. Davis lakes 
@ bad break, As he remarks it is a most im- 
portant and couplicated question. If it is 
important it requires carly settlement.

A WEEK ago the impression seemed to be 
genera! that the vote to be polled in Alberta, 
on March 15th, would be small. If there 
wasany reason for that belief then it has 
been removed by the entrance of Dr. Latferty 
into the contest. Does the voter desire to 
support his own locality, each of the three cen- 
tres of population hasa candidate in the field. 
Does he wish to vote straight government, 
straight opposition or straight independent, 
each cause has a worker in its interest. Does 
he prefer to vote for race or class, the old 
timers of the north, the old timers of the 
south, and the irrcpressible new comers of 
the centre, have each their representative to 
claim his support. With the choice now 
offered if the voter cannot suit himself he 
must be indeed hard to suit. In many re- 
spects the three candidates are on an even 
footing. None of them have had any pariia- 
mentary experience, nor are they credited 
with extra debating ability, but all are men 
of large private means thoroughly identified 
with the country, and cach represents a very 
important interest.

Ofc urse the very largeness of their interests 
leave them open to the ery of ‘‘inonopolist,” 
but as all three represent mionuopolies—insti- 
tutions that saving the monopoly feature ure 
a great benefit to the country—they are on an 
equal footing in that matter. Now that the 
nominations are over and the elections ap- 
proaching it is high time the various candi- 
dates met the electors face to face, and ex- 
plained more fully their views and objects in 
seeking election. The candidates now know 
who are their opponents, and the electors to 
whom their ehoice is restricted. It only re- 
mains for each of the former t> give the lat- 
ter the reasons why he should receive sup- 
port. If the candidates do their part be- 
tween now and March 15th, the electors will 
do theirs on that date.

district. 


5. Witha similar object, namely the acqni- 
sition of new markets or the better develop.

(b) The speedy opening np of the country 
between the C. V. R. and the McKenzie river 
and the construction aud improvement of 
highways leading thereto. 


6. I wonld further urge the immediate 
payment upon a liberal basis of rebellion los- 
ses and claims, many of which though recog- 
nized still remain unpaid; and in the case of 
rebellion claims (as distinguished from re

In conclusion, Gentlemen, I beg tosay that 
I have ‘‘no axes to grind,” aud no favors to 
ask from any government, and in soliciting 
your votes I would again repeat that if elect 
ed I shall do my best to serve you witnout 
fear, Without favor, and without partiality 
toany section of the district or tu any class 
in it.

The annual meeting of the Edmonton agri. | 
cultural association was held in the school 
house, on Saturday afternoon, Feb. 12th, the 
president, R. MeKernan in the chair, There 
Was an attendance of about thirty. The 
minutes of the previous weeting were read 
and adopted. The secretary-treasurer pre: 
sented the following report showing the ti- 
nancial state of the society and the receipts 
and expenditures for 1886 :

The accounts were duly certified correct 
by the auditor, J. A. MebDougall. 

The secretary's report furtiier stated that 
the annual exhibition was held on the 7th of 
October, 1886, and was a decided success.

GENERAL NEWS. 

J. K. Warp is opposing Sir Donald Smith 
in Montreal West, in the liberal interest. 

It is now announced that Sir Donald Smith 
is running in Montreal West as an independ- 
ent. 

A proposaL in the British parliament to 
leave Egypt was negatived by a vote of 263 
to 97. 

Brivis men-of- war are to assist the Cana- 
dian cruisers in the protection of the fisheries 
next summer, 

A MEETING of liberals was held in Battle- 
ford on January 24th, 1. Riehard in the 
chair. Mer. Laird’s candidature was heartily 
endorsed, 

Parrick Burns, coal merchant of Toronto, 
has failed for £400,000, Richard Trotter and 
Arthur Lepper are stuck for $285,000 of en- 
dorsed paper. 

A, E. Forartr, clerk of the North West 
Council, was offered the liberal nomination 
for Western Assiniboia in opposition to 
Davin, but declined, 

Tur following is the new Quebec cabinet: 
Mercier, premier and attorney-general ; 
Shehyu, provivcial treasurer; MeShane, 
twinister of public works ; Gagnon, provineial 
secretary ; Garneau, minister of crown lands ; 
Duhamel, solicitor general; Hon. D. A. Ross 
and Hon, M. Turcotte, without portfolios. 

Dickin, the liberal candidate for Eastern 
Assiniboia, isa tenant farmer from the old 
country, who has farmed in the Moose Moun- 
tain country for the past five years, He op- 
posed Mr. Turviff ot the last North-West 
council election and was only beaten by six 
votes. Mr. Turriff suppoits Dickie in this 
contest, 

Mr. DAVIN does not take kindly to opposi- 
tion in his candidature for Western Assini- 
boia, and through the Leader blackguards 
those who are supporting Mr, Ross in opposi- 
tion tohim. If the language he uses on the 
platform is similar to what he prints in his 
paper, Mr. Ross may be excused for not being 
hasty in his consent to meet such an oppo- 
nent. 

Tut late coal famine at Calvary ‘causes the 
Tribune to remark on the advisability of 
prospecting for coal on the town site, and 
alsoon the probability of striking natural 
gas by boring. Natural gas was found by 
the C. P. R. while boring for water at two 
points between Calgary and Medecine Hat, 
at depths of less than 1,000 feet, and the Tri- 
bune thinks the chances of striking if near 
Calgary are worth trying. .
